1 replied that Her Majesty's Government had had no intention of ever suggesting 
any official reference to Admiral Knorr, but had only in view a privato and con 
fidential Report from him on the situation. Such a Report, Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment thought, would be conducive to the interest of both Governments, inasmuch as 
they wore in ‘necord on every point. T added that Mz. Holmwood appeared to be 
Keeping to his instructions, whereas Dr. Arendt was certainly going beyond them, so 
far a Her Majesty's Government could judge from the information they have

limits of the Sultanate of Zanzibar are defined. ‘The definition has been accepted by 
‘tho Sultan and by the French Government. 

It will be seen that the southern boundary follows for five miles the course of the 
river or creek known as the Minengani, at the head of Tunghi Bay. I am to state 
that Lord Salisbury would be glad to know whether any reliable chart of this part of 
‘the const is in the possession of the Admiralty. If this should not be the case, I am 
fo ank whether the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty would be prepared to give 
instructions that the Minengan shall be surveyed on the first favourable opportunity.

‘M. Arendt to Prince von Bismarck—(Communicated to the Marquis of Salisbury by 
Count Hatsfeldt, February 7, 1887.) 


Zanzibar, December 18, 1856. 

ON she st instant Dr, Jake, the representative for general purposes (“fondé de 

uvoirs") of the German East’ African Company for the Somali territory, was 
freacherously murdered at Kismayn by a Somali 

With a view to ascertain how the event happened, an ingui 
the Imperial Consulate, at which the companions of Dr. Sihlk 
‘oath, and (not on oath} the four Suahelis who were in Dr. "s service : Yabu-ben- 
Hadji (called “ Moses”), Ramassan-ben-Yakuti, Massu-ben-Achmed, and Ali-ben-Faki, 
were examined as witnesses. 

T beg to submit to your Highness the result of this inquiry, as follows :— 

Dr. Jahlke was residing in the town of Kismayu, outside the fort, in a Somali house, 

where he had found shelter for about three weeks with the 
‘after having passed one night inside the fort, and bad then 
ed to leave the fort at the request of the Vali, ‘The reason given for asking. 
bbim to leave the fortified part of the town was that empty stone houses were to be rented i 
the town, Dr. Fidhlke’s inquiries among the owners of such houses, with a view to hiting 
one, came to nothing; this was, as he believed, because the Vali had forbidden the 
owners {o let him have one. He was thus obliged, until he could build himself a better 
house in stone, to take up his abode not far from the fort in the above-mentioned house, 
which was built of mud and reed-wattling, and did not afford sufficient safety in case of 
attack, 
‘On the 1st December about twelve Somalis eame to Dr. Jihike’s house. He was 
ing on a chair in front of the door of the house, writing ata table; it was about 
‘They asked him to bind up the foot of a man they had wounded. Dr. Jablke 
ben-Hdji, the Suabeli, to fetch a hest from the interior of the 
hhouse, and bound up the foot. ‘The above-mentioned Suaheli then took the chest back 
{nto the house. A few moments afterwards the same man saw all the Somalis runni 
aay, and say his master fall speechless from the chair. He came quickly, and fou 
is master with a long incised wound on the right breast, which was bleeding, and whence 
protruded portions of the internal organs. Dr. Jahlke said to him, in Suaheli, “Go 
ickly to the Vali.” While he went to exceute this request the other Saaheli 
Hinasoeben-Aclimed, who was sill n the house, on seeing Dr. Jahlke Ipng i, 
ran frightened to the shore, where he later took refuge on board the *Isolde.” 

In the meantime, and before the Vali came, Dr. Jiblke's third Suaheli servant, Ali-ben- 
Faki, on hearing the news of an attack on his master, came to the house, Dr, Jihlke was 
still lying on the ground, his breast covered with blood. He was still alive, and said to 
‘the servant, in an exhausted tone of voice : “ It isall over with me; bring me medicine,” 

ig asked who wounded him, Dr. Jablke with difficulty pronounced the words 
the Somalis are bad people,’ eS 

‘While the servant was bringing the medicine-chest, the Vali and his soldiers came 
Into the space inelosed by the hedge, and surrounded the group a

Declaration between the Imperial Government of Germany and the Government of Portugal 
rrepecting the Boundaries of their respeetive Possessions and the Regions in which they 
Aas Trot Beh Africa—(Communicated by Count Hotsfeldt, February 10, 
1857,

THE Government of His Majesty the Emperor of Germany and the Government 
of His Majesty the King of Portugal and the Algarves, being animated by the same 
wish of drawing still closer together the relations of friendship which exist between 
Germany and Portugal, and to establish a firm and secure basis for the specific 
co-operation of the two Powers, with a view to develop civilization and commerce in 
‘Africa, have resolved to establish in South Africa definite limits within which each of 
Aha to Lowers will have fll erty of ation for eontinnal progres of thei clonal 
activit 

With this object the Undersiqned, Richard ron Schmidthals, Councilor of 
Legation, Envoy Bxtruordinary and Minster Plenipotentiary of His, Majesty the 
the Emperor of Germany, and Henrique de Barros Gomes, Member of the Council of 
His Most Faithful Majesty, his Minister and Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
being duly authorized thereto, have agreed in the name of their respective Govern- 
ments on the following Articles :— 


ARTICLE I. 


‘The frontier between the German and Portuguese possessions on the South-west 
of Africa will follow the course of the River Cunene from its mouth up to the 
cataracts which that river forms south of the Humbe on crossing the Serra Cand. 
From that point onward it will follow the parallel of latitude as far as the River Cubango,

ARTICLE II.

His Majesty the Emperor of Germany recognizes the right of His Most Faithful

{ie ietts wich ether Powers may have acjlred thee up tl now, andi accordance 
with this acknowledgment binds himself not to make acquisitions of sovereignty in 
the territories in question, not to accept Protectorates in them, and, finally, not to 
place there any obstacles to the extension of Port influence.

THis Majesty tho King of Portugal and the Algarves undertakes identical 
obligations as the territories which, under Articles I and IT of this Convention,

ry colleague to urge the Sultan to do the very thing Hhis Highness was incessantly 
Pressing both the German Consul-General and myself to enable him to do coul 
scarcely have been sent. , 

"My colleague, moreover, eontinued, whenever an opportunity occurred, to 
endeavour to mislead the German Admiral’ by intimations that His Highness was still 
obstinate and defiant. : 

‘The inclosed correspondence with Dr. Arendt will show that his continuous efforts 
to avoid acting in straightforward accord with me have compelled me to express my 
‘views in occasionally somewhat plain language. in 

‘During the afteroon of the 20th instant, while T was engaged in finishing my 
despatches for the mail which was to leave the next morning, I was requested by 
Dr. Arendt to join him without delay in carrying out instructions which he stated be 
hhad just received from his Government to press the Sultan, to immediately evacuate 
Wits. He added that he was instructed to preface this demand by an official 
notfleation of Germany’ adhesion to the Recognition of Tndependence of 1862, 

‘This notification did reach the Sultan on the same day. 

In reply, I sent my colleague a verbal message, through Mx. Berkeley, that I 
scarcely ‘knew how to finish my work in time for the mail, and would be at his 
disposal the very next morning ; but, on receiving a pressing ‘assurance from him to 
the effect that I should be conferring a personal favour upon him in avoiding am 
hhour's delay, I declared mysolf to bo at his disposal that same evening, adding that T 
must meanwhile detain the mail for twenty-four hours in order to meet his wishes.

It would be superfluous to go into any further details of this affair, seeing that 
your Lordship’s telegram No. 58, already referred to, confirms the fact that the Sultan 
fotains the Islands of Manda and Patta, which fact, doubtless now communicated to 
Dr. Arendt, will prevent any further delay on his part, and T have already obtained a

The forees at the disposal of the Sultan are very small. He has only one ship of 
War, which serves as a pontoon at Zanzibar. He has a large steamer, tho “ Akola 
and four or five small steamers like the “Kilwa"—eaptured by our forees. ‘The overs 
Of those ships, as well as the Sultan's whole army, do not amount to more than 1,400 
men. 

As may be seen, there is no ground for apprehension on our part. Nevertheless, 
in order to seoure our definitive occupation of Fungi, and to provide against sett toe 
Foca eentuality, such as, for instance, of the Sultan withdrawing the whole of 
forces from Zanzibar and sending them over there, the Government have decided, 
rather as a preeaution than for any other reason, to dispatch the “ Bartholomeu Dias 
With a few troops and stores. The “ Tejo," which is about to start for India in the 
Course of a few days, has received orders to call at Mozambique, 

‘These measures, however, must not be taken to imply that the state of things has 
{ecome worse, or that fresh complications are to be feared. On the contrary, every 
thing leads us to believe that these reinforcements will not be requited. But as ity 
Nall to provide in time for every contingency, the Government have preferred to 
ssaggerate their precautions rather than fail to carry out our occupation in consequence 
of not having taken the proper steps for that purpose. 
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We have already given an account here of the origin of this conflict into which 
we have been dragged in the most irregular and unworthy manner that can be 
imagined. In virtue of the Treaty of 1817 with England the limit of Cape Delgado 
was recognized as the boundary of our Province of Mozambique ; but in 1854, on 
Aocount of the treachery of the Vali of Tungi, our vassal, who had’ leagued himself 
with the Sultan of Zanzibar, the Portuguese flag ceased to appear there. 

_ Ever since that time the Portuguese Government have continually complained 
against the usurpation in question. Last year, on the occasion of the dispute with 
‘our Consul at Zanzibar, Senhor Serpa Pinto, the Sultan, in addition to other apologies 
which he made to satisfy our demands, wrote the following letter to His Majesty the 
King Dom Louis, to which we call publie attention :

‘As may be seen, the conflict is only with the Sultan of Zanzibar, and with him 
alone. ‘The European Powers, with whom we maintain the most cortlial relations, 
have nothing to do with the pending question. With England we have the Treaty of 
1817, by which the Cape Delgado boundary is guaranteed to us. With Germany 
there is a recent Convention, which guarantees the same boundary, and by which she 
is morally hound, although the said Convention has not yet been sanctioned by our 
Parliament. 

In the meanwhile, Reuter’s Agency sont a telegram from London containing 
an important mistake.

ME. Barros Gomes next alludes to the elforts of M. Serpa Pinto in 1885 to induce 
the Snitan to assent to a rectification of frontier, and to the letter of the Sultan 
engaging to send a Commissioner to Tanghi Bay to meet a Portuguese Commissioner. 
‘As regards this episode, I will only remark that it will be in your recollection that 
you received repeated assurances that the Portuguese Government had no intention of

Tt is not contested that no intimation was given to Her Majesty’s Government of 
the intention of Portugal to send an ultimatum to the Sultan, and, in case of its terms 
not being accepted, immediately to attack his territory and seize his property, although 
it was well kno hie Portuguese Government that there are large British com- 
mereial interests in Zanzibar. 

ML d’Antas made his communication on the 11th instant, the day on which the 
ultimatum was presented. M. Barros Gomes admits that when on the following day 
Sir G. Bonham, in compliance with his instructions, deprecated the use of force, it 
was already too late to stop hostilities. It is difficult to understand the reason for this 
hasty action, which, contrary to usual practice, deprived neutral States of the 
opportunity of warning their ‘subjects that their property would be affected by the 
‘operations of war; and I do not find any justification of its necessity in M. Bares 
Gomes’ note.

‘M, Barros Gomes said that he was fully alive to tho importance of the proposal 
which, in concert with my German colleague, I had been instructed to make, and that 
he know it was not dictated by any unfriendly feeling towards Portugal, but that it 
seemed to him that its adoption would place Portugal in a worse position, whilst the 
Sultan, who, by his refusal to keep his word, and by his treatment of the Portuguese 
Representative, had been the sole cause of the rupture, and the subsequent naval and 
military operations, would be exactly in the same position that he was in when the 
Governor-General of Mozambique arrived at Zanzibar to treat with His Highness. I 
endeavoured to show his Excellency that such would not be at all the ease, for it 
could not be denied that the Sultan had already suffered from the hostile action of the 
Portuguese. Then, again, he said it was important for them to know what was exactly 
meant by the immediate cossation of hostilities; whether it meant that, besides 
restoring the captured ship, the Portuguese flag ‘was to be removed and ‘territory 
gracuated, of which probably, at the present moment, posession had been taken by 
tho Portuguese forces, though the Government had as yet not been able to receive any 
official information in regard to the result of the operations. If such were meant, he 
said that public opinion would look upon such an evacuation as humiliating to 
Portugal, and that it would raise a great outery in the country. As regards the ship, 
I do not think that thero will be any difficulty, but M. Barros Gomes said that the 
official roport received from the Portugues Commander stated most positively that it 
‘was not a vessel peacofully trading, but that it was carrying arms and munitions to 
the garrison at Tungi. Of this, he said, there could be no doubt. 

The Minister of Marino and the Colonies was present during a portion of 1m 
interviow with M. Barros Gomes, and joined in the conversation. His Excellency

WITH reference to the Memorandum communicated by the British Embassy at 
Berlin on the Srd March, the person communicating this. Memorandum has the honour 
to state that, according to information received from the Directors of the German East 
African Company, Count Pfeil hias been instructed to proceed to Tanganijiko, on the 
River Kilefi,to undertake the management of a trading station which has been in process 
of formation there by the abore-mentioned Company since October last, 

Count Pfeil has no political mission which would be contrary to the provisions of the 
Anglo-German Agreement with reference to Eastern Africa,

the King had been fulfilled; the Chancellor therefore hoped that the ‘* Kilwa,” the 
eventual restitution of which bad been promised, would be given up at once, as the 
Gorman Government had always considered this to be a necessary consequence of the 


opening of negotiations, 

Penharon Schmidthals communicated the contents of Prince Bismarck’s despatch 
vorbally to tho Minister for Foreign Affairs, with the result that his Excellency told 
hhim that, if we would both write him a short note on the subject, he would at once 
call a Cabinet Council and recommend that the request of the German and British 
Govornments should be complied with. In concert with Baron Schmidthals, I there 
fore wrote a note to the Minister for Foreign Affairs, of which I have the honour to 
inclose a copy.

On receipt of this telegram the Sultan immediately sent General Mathews to the 
Admiral to arrange for the prompt conveyance of the murderer of Dr, Jiihlke to Kismayu, 
and his execution there in presence of a German ship, His Highness’ ship “Akola”

‘This third intrigue of my colleague has therefore, it may be hoped, collapsed 
even more completely than his former schemes ; it is unfortunate, however, that it should 
have again entailed so vast an amount. of needless work, anxiety, and’ expense upon 
the three Governments, when a simple reference to the German Admiral here would have 
clicited the most convincing proofs that Dr. Arendt was misleading the Sultan, if not his 
‘own Government, 

Tt was only on the Ist February, after the retum of His Highness’ and the German 
ships from Witu and Kismayu, and the assembly of His Highness’ Court for the trial of 
the murderer, that both Admiral Knorr and I detected in the attitude of Dr. Arendt a clear 
intention of reverting to a course of mischievous intrigue, though J had, in my despatch 
No. 11 of the 12th Lordship that it was only in consequence of the 
Admiral’s official connceti that he had refrained from doing 60. 

‘At the moment of sending off my telegram of the 2nd instant, giving notice of what 
was likely to occur, your Lordship’s telegram No. 5 gave mo a clue to my colleague's 

ings, and, by indicating the misrepresentations he had transmitted to Berlin, 
enabled me to tender advice for saving His Highness from falling into error. Tn this 
Tacted under a conviction that my colleague's plans would continue to be directed, not 
towards carrying out the instructions and wishes of the German Government, but solely 
to injure the Sultan, and to endeavour to entrap him into some step that might enable 
him to call upon his Government to order hostile measures, 

Had I not felt it to be your Lordship's wish that the Sultan should, as far as possible, 
be from falling blindly into the snares that were being laid for him, there can be 
to doubt whatever that he would have readily come a vitim to my colleague's unwentying 

Before, however, consenting to stand by His Highness in this affair, { requ 
ined a distinct assurance from him that he would do nothing which either Her 
Majesty jerman Government could afterwanls look upon as not being strictly 
honest and straightforward, 

‘A serious practical difficulty, however, stood in the way of stecring the Sultan clear 
of tho machinations he was Being exposed to. THis Highness had declared to mo thay 
under no circumstances, would he break the Ibathi Law by ordering the execution of 
the murderer; the most he would content to was to surrender him to Germany. 
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Highness 

T had already communicated to the Sultan a distinct warning that his continued 
‘obstinacy on this point might at any moment cost him his sovercignty, when a fortunate 
accident enabled me to bring about a satisfactory solution of the difficulty. 

His Highness, after drafting his long telegram to Prince Bismarck of the 4th instant, 
left for the country, directing Dr. Gregory to translate his message into German and 
transmit it to Berlin, Dr. Gregory inadvertently rendered the Sultan's expression, “I 
‘am ready to execute the murderer’s sentence in Kismayu,” as “Tam ready to execute the 
‘murderer in Kismayu.” His Highness did not send me a copy of this telegram until 
ater it had been dispatched, and, on my pointing out the discrepancy, he wished to 
correct it at once by telegraph. 

Ttold him that in the present tomper of the German Government this would lead to 
‘8 fotal misunderstanding, and that, in view of the excuse that Germany might then put 
forward for taking hostile measures, I must enjoin on him the necessity of not withdrawis 
froin his promise, although it had been made inadvertently, as, were he to do so, I could 
no longer stand by him. I suggested that, in order to meet his conscientious scruples, he 
should not amend his sentence, but immediately the conviction of the murderer was 
officially confirmed he should hand over the prisoner to the custody of General Mathews, 
Instructing him to carry out without further orders any requests in regard to him that 
might be received from the German Government. This suggestion His Highness 
eventually adopted. 

In one of his letters to Dr. Arendt, however, His Highness introduced the subject of 
his religious scruples, asking that execution should not be insisted on, As might have 
been anticipated, my colleague only utilized this application as an excuse for telegraphing 
to Berlia that the Sultan was only trifling with the German Government, and that he 
wished to gain time before giving an open refusal to carry out the requirements of 
Germany, He also used the opportunity for still farther postponing any reply to His 
Highness’ offer to reopen the t 

‘The moment I discovered what was going on, T ma Highness withdraw his 
application for the reconsideration of the sentence, and as, in the meantime, I had induced 
His Highness to carry on all the correrpondcnce wit the German Consulate through 
General Mathews in English, my colleague did not venture to disregard this notification, 
though he still endeavoured by equivocation to avoid either a new inquiry or the 
confirmation of the original trial.

My name is Mabomed-bin-Ali. Tam one of the Migertain tribe, liv K

‘The Governor and the Migertan aro on friendly terms, 
a lie if any one says the Governor offered or gave money to the pris 
to murder the European, Any one saying voit a maloon” (a man cursed by Gal) 
know Bsaa-binAi, Hj, his athe, is dead. Ile isnot theson of s Chet, His 
man like myself, of no importance. He told the Germans that he was the son of a Chief. Ho

Sworn Evidence of the Governor of Kismayy, examined February 3, 1887. 


‘My name is M’Beruk-bin-M’Sellim Albu Said. Iam Governor of Kismayn. 

A German came to Kismayu. He rented a house from a Somali, called Hurse-bin-Fie, 
at the back of the fort. 

‘The German was called Dr. Jidhlke. When he came he said he wished to go into the 
interior. He came with the Sultan’s leter, whieh ordered me to allow him to rent a house 
‘and to do as he pleased, and not to be stopped from going into the interior, but to help him 
in every way. I offered him soldiers to keep guard at his house, but he refused, 
afterwards if soldiers there he sent them away. 1 told him that the Somalis were 
dangerous people, He said, “Leave me with the Somalis, I will agree with them; you 

not trouble yourself.” "I often saw the Somalis going to his house, but cannot say if 
Shey mere Migertain or thers, but T sam Somalis. beard that he was fendly with the 
Migertain. When a European comes to Kismayu the Somalis come down in numbers to 
seo him, Dr. Jablke did not in any way do anything wrong at Kismayu that might have 
‘caused his murder. 

On the (4th Raboca-cl-Awal, 1304) Ist December, 1886, the day he was murdered, 1 
‘was in the fort with a fow soldiers and two or three Somalis. Soon after 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon people came running in, saying the European was struck, and the Somalis asked 
tho bad struck hr, and they lef. We also got up and allowed them. ‘We thought that 
some one had simply struck him with a stick, bat did not know he was stabbed until we 
got outside the fort; in the road we were then told he was stabbed. We then, myself and 
soldiers, went to his house running, and I called out to the soldiers, “Be ready, be 
ready,’"as I thought there would be trouble. When we got to the house I sav the European 
lying down, and his servants there; also Mabomed-bin-Ali an Arab, was there. I said, 
What shall we do, who can give him medicine?” Mahomed-bin-Ali gave him some 
medicine in a glass. ‘The Doctor said, “ Give me water.” T also sent back soldiers to hold 
the fort, as T thought the town might be attacked for the European’s property. 

{ahomed-bin- Ali sent men to tell the European on board the ship what had happened, 
‘and I sent. soldiers to the shore to protect the European on landing. ‘Then the European 
‘eame on shore, and by the time he had arrived Dr. Jahlke was dead; he then carried the 
ody away to the ship, fastening the door first. I then placed a guard on the house of 
twenty soldiers, and others on the top of the houses near it. 

‘Mahomed:bin-Ali was for some days in the town, as his dhow was waiting for cargo. 
I do not know if he slept in his dhow or in the town outside the fort, but he came several 
‘times to sco me, in the same way that strangers come to a Governor's  baraza.” 

‘All the Somalis left the town that day. I called the Elders of the Migertain and 
questioned them on the murder. They answered, We know nothing about it, but hear 
itn id the Wavangal had done i,” They then exid that they themeelves would try to 
arrest the murderer. The Migertain went up country into the interior, but returned 

ithout the man, and said, “You had better send to the Sultan, as the Wasangale would 
not give the murderer up to us.” 

T wrote to the Sultan, and the “Kilwa” was sent with Said Anter and seventy 
soldiers. Said Anter brought letters from the Sultan to myself and the Somalis, two 
letters for the Somalis, one to the father of the prisoner, and one to all the Elders. 

Said Anter came in the “ Akola” also before the murder, landed, and was at Kismayu 
at the time of the murder, and sailed in the Akola” on her return. He was at Kismayu 
buying oxen for the Sultan, so that he was able to inform the Sultan what bad passed, and 
Teported to the Sultan that Dr. Jiihlke had been murdered by Ali Haije, son of Haije 

fahmoud, the prisoner being of the Wasaogale tribe. 

‘When Said Anter gave me my letters and the letters for the prisoner's father 
and Tat once sent the letters, and the Somalis answered, “We wait to meet 
together” (the Elders), 

1 again called the Migertan Elders and sud,“ You wanted the Sulla's ork 
ft has come, do as you said you would do, go and bring the murderer.” ‘They said, “We 
‘g0," and let. On their return they said, “The Wasangale will not give up the murderer to 

‘They say they will bring him themselves, so we have come back to tell you.” We 
‘then waited for news from the Wasangale, and then they sent to say, “ We ourselves will 
bring the man down, not the Migertain.” 

‘After a few days the prisoner was brought down at night by the Elders of the 
‘Ugardain and Wasangale tribes, and together with Said Anter, six of the Ugardain, 
‘and six of the Wasangale, and the prisoner sailed in a dhow for Zanzibar. 
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I cannot say why the Somali murdered the European. I do not know of any reason 
why be should have }, nor did I hear that he, Dr. Jihike, had trouble with any one, 
not did he himself do anything that might cause trouble that I know of, nor did I myself 
‘ever have any trouble or words with him. 

T aim on friendly terms with the Migertain. ‘They are the Sultan’s subjects, but 
they are troublesome; all Somalis are troublesome, and given to slandering and lying.

punishing of Dr. Jablke’s assassin, ‘The Imperial Government has to repudiate the 

fuisrepresentation of facts in this despatch, and the libellous utterances concerning Consul- 
General Arendt. 

‘Mr. Holmwood, who had instructions to support the demands of the Imperial Gocern- 
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‘ment, only defends the unlawful proceedings of the Sultan in opposition to the Agreement, 
and calumniates his German colleague. He considers it “ perfectly regular and fair” ifthe 
Sultan, after an inquiry conducted by himself alone, condemns the murderer of a German 
subject to prison, and he considers it a concession that the Sultan, “if this is insisted 
pon,” is prepared to have the murderer exceuted, although such a proceeding would be 
“against the religion and the law" of the Sultan.

His Excellency said that he was instructed to protest against Mr. Holmwood's 
misroprosentation of facts, and against his libellous attackson Dr. Arendt, He observed 
that though Mr. Holmwood had been instructed to support the demands of Germany, 
he had confined himself to defending the Sultan in opposition to his instructions, and 
to calumniating his German colleague. He had spoken in his telegram of the trial as 
being perfectly fair and regular, though the inquiry had been conducted by the Sultan 
alone, and had. resulted in a sentence of imprisonment on the murderer of a German 
‘subject, and he had described as. special concession the readiness of the Sultan to execute 
tho offender * if this were insisted on,” though it would be contrary to his religion and 
aw to do 0, He had expressed his that Dr. Arendt was suppressing and 
misrupresonting facts with the object of bringing about a rupture between the Imperial

Holmvwood that they could complain; and that he had only 
one his strict duty in communicating kis opinions upon matters which concerned the 
interests of this country, o the charge intrusted to him. 

T did not enter into the merits of the questions to which Count Hatzfeldt adverted, 
‘the importance of which had been considerably diminished by the effluxion of time. 
But T assured his Excellency that he need be in no way apprehensive that the policy 
pursued by Mr. Holmwood would be animated by any hostility to the German Govern- 
Inent. On the contrary, that his instructions were constantly to maintain a friendly 
attitude towards Germany so far as the interests of Her Majesty's Government 
permitted him to do so. 

‘This despatch is for your Excellency’s information, but no communication from 
you to the German Government on the subject appears to me to be necessary.
